mit him to the next Goal, there to remain until he ſhall be thence delivered by due Courſe 
of Law. And His Majeſty doth hereby Require the ſaid Juſtice o2 other Chief Magi⸗ 
ſtrate immediaſcely to give Notice thereof to His Pꝛivy Council, oz to one of His Pꝛinci⸗ 
pal Secretaries of State. And His Majeſty doth hereby Publiſh and Declare, That 
whoſoever ſhall Conceal the ſaid Cardell Goodman, ſhall be Pꝛoceeded againſt with the ut- 
moſt Severity accoꝛding to Law. And whoſoever ſhall Diſcover and Appꝛehend the ſaid 
Cardell Goodman, and Bing him befoze ſuch Juſtice of Peace oz Chief Magiſtrate, ſhall 
Receive as a Reward the Sum of One thouſand Pounds; which ſaid Sum of One 
thouſand Pounds the Commiſſioners of His Majeſties Treaſury are hereby Directed to 
Pay acco2dingly.
